LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MA.RKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard -Times  of  June  28  states  as  follows: 

"Seldom  has  the  cotton  manufacturing  industry  faced  a  more  acute 
situation  with  regard  to  its  current  supply  of  raw  material  than 
exists  today  in  staple  cotton  markets  throughout  New  England  and  in 
the  South  as  well.     Cotton  merchants  report  not  only  that  prices  are 
advancing  very  rapidly,  but  that  some  types  of  cotton  are  almost 
unobtainable  at  any  price.     They  declare  their  problem  is  no  longer  a 
matter  of  price,  but  of  finding  suitable  cotton  that  is  subject  to 
purchase .

"Some  of  the  mills  were  seeking  Pima  cotton  and  sales  were  reported 

this  week  at  27  to  28  cents  for  mixed  lots  of  number  twos  and  threes, 
while  number  ones  were  quoted  at  31  to  32  cents,  but  were  seldom  ob- 
tainable at  all.     One  or  two  lots  described  as  'all  twos'  were  said  to 

have  sold  at  29  cents.

According  to  press  reports,  about  one  million  farm  labourers  are 
engaged  in  collecting  egg  masses  all  over  the  country,  which  shows 
how  grave  the  leafnorm  situation  is.    We  think  that,  if  anything, 
the  number  given  is  below  reality. 

Tho  weather  conditions  also  continue  to  be  rather  unfavourable. 
Temperatures  are  too  low,  or  else  great  heat  in  the  middle  of  the  day 
is  followed  by  wintry  nights,  and  dampness  is  increasing.    Growth  is 
being  arrested,  and  the  crop  on  the  whole  has  not  only  lost  its 
earliness  but,  in  certain  sections,  is  now  backward  as  compared  with 
last  season.
